For the Apoſtle, by Power, does not underſtand a quality without a 
ſubjeQ; but fixeth it to the Perſon, v. 4. ſaying, That the Prince 7s. 


the miniſter of God, and that he beareth not the ſword in vain. Or 


Can there be any government, power and dominion, without a Prince 
or Governour ? Or, can we doe honour, be obedient or ſubmit to 
Princes authority againſt their Perſons ? 1s it not tobe ſubject to Prin- 


ces againſt themſelves ? This diſtinQtion was made uſe of to the re- 


proach of Chriſtianity. „ 

As for that fubterfuge, that all men are free by Nature, and that 
Princes derive their Authority from the People, in whom it is ſaid to 
remain fundamentally; and in caſe of male- adminiſtration may re- 
ſume and reduce all things to the ſtare of nature. This is ſtill to joyn 
with the Jeſuitt. But what does it tend to, but to the utter ruine 
of Order, and the very diſſolution of government? For who ſhall be 
Judge of a Prince's male-adminiſtrations? eſpecially when ſo taking

Por as the Sun, they riſe and diſpell the Miſts of Darkneſs ſpread 


over the Land. By their Royal Edifs ſent forth, they' diffipate the 
miſts of open profaneneſs. With Dar:##, Dan. 6. 26. they'l mike 


' Decree that in every dominion of their Kingdom, men /howld 
tremble before the God of Heaven, who is the living God and ſtead- 


faſt for ever. With Foftah, 2. King. 22. 25. they'l repate the 


' breaches of the houſe of the Lord. With Conſtantine the Great, and 


other Chriſtian Emperours and Monarchs, they'l- dignify the Ortho- 
dox Pattors, ande nour the Fathers of the Church. They ' diſcou- 
rage Hereſy and Schiſm; and by their Royal Authority, they I fright 
away che Wolves that come in Sheeps Cloathing, and all che little 
Foxes that ſpoyl the Vines.
